DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference sign(s) not mentioned in the 
description: Fig. 3, reference sign "A2". 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: Page 12, line 7, reference sign "M1". 

A proposed drawing correction, corrected drawings, or amendment to the 
specification to add the reference sign(s) in the description, are required in reply 
to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
a. Page 5, line 13: change "RAM 83" to - RAM 83b--. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

5. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 

by Hirai (JP 09-154052). 

Regarding claim 1, Hirai discloses a throwaway digital camera (1) 
in which imaging means (1 1 ) for picking up an image of an object, storage 
means (HDD) for storing the image picked up by the imaging means (1 1 ) 
and a control means for controlling these means are provided on a unit 
substrate, and the unit substrate and a power supply for supplying power 
to each of the means are accommodated in a container which can be 
separated and collected (abstract; paragraphs [0006], [0010], and [0012]). 

Regarding claim 2, Hirai discloses a throwaway digital camera (1) 
further comprising data transfer comprising data transfer means for 
transferring the image stored in the storage means to an external printer 
or the like (paragraphs [0010] and [0012]). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for 

all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described 
as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to 
be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been 
obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which 
said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 
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7. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Hirai as applied to claim 1 above. 

Regarding claim 3, Hirai discloses a throwaway digital camera, 
wherein management information for managing a rental fee including a 
print right charge for printing a photographed image is stored in the 
storage means (paragraph [0012]). 

Although, Hirai does not explicitly state this, it would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made because Hirai states an individual ID is displayed on the camera 
and records are kept for automatically charging a users account for all 
necessary fees, which would include printing fees. 

Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

a. Eto (JP 06-086120) discloses a camera provided with a solid-state 
image pickup element and a recording medium such as a solid-state 
memory or a hard disk. The solid-state image pickup element or a board 
on which the solid-state image pickup element is packaged is assembled 
to a support member for the recording medium especially.
